The Japanese casualties were two 
sub-lieutenants and one sub-officer slightly 
wounded ; very few of the rank and file were 
killed and wounded. 


Terrible Russian Losses. 

A revised estimate of the enemy’s losses on 
the right alone gives the killed as 4500 and the 
wounded as 15,500. The spoils up to date are 
calculated at six ammunition-wagons and 2000 
shells. ‘The enemy’s losses and the spoils in the 
direction of the Centre and Left Armies are 
being investigated. Official reports show that 
the Japanese occupied Shahopao and Lyu- 
mutun towards the evening of Oct. 15, after a 
sharp fight. On the afternoon of Oct. 15 the 
left column of the Left Army was opposed 
by one detachment at Houltajentun, but the 
Japanese detachment drove off the enemy’s 
cavalry and made a stout resistance at Santao- 
kangtsu and the vicinity till sunset. A detach- 
ment of the Centre Army and another of the 
still engaging them. The 
Japanese casualties in the direction of the Left 
Army from Oct. 10 to Oct. 15 number 3500. 
According to a statement made by officers 
captured by the Centre Army, the enemy’s posi- 
tion is as follows: The Port Arthur garrison is 
daily being reduced in numbers, and is in a 
disastrous condition; while in the direction of 
Manchuria reinforcements are constantly arriv- 
ing from Europe, the present strength of General 
Kuropatkin’s forces in the neighbourhood of 
Mukden being over nine army corps. The 
Tsar, therefore, on Sept. 27 ordered him not to 
retire a step beyond Mukden, and if circum- 
stances allowed, to resume the offensive as 
quickly as possible and drive the Japanese from 
South Manchuria in order to rescue the Port 
Arthur garrison.

HE KING Visits Woolwich.—The King 
returned to London on Monday, after passing the 
week-end at Sandringham. His Majesty on Wed- 
nesday visited Woolwich to inspect the Royal 
Artillery, of which he has been Colonel-in-Chief 

since the death of the Duke of Cambridge. The King 
afterwards inspected the cadets of the Royal Military 
Academy. 


Accident to the Duke of Connaught.—The 
Duke of Connaught has had a narrow escape from death 
in Edinburgh, owing to the motor-car in which he was 
riding coming into collision with a heavily laden cart. His 
Royal Highness had left the North British Hotel in the 
motor-ear which he had been using during his inspection 
tour to join the Duchess of Connaught at Gosford House, 
East Lothian, the seat of the Earl of Wemyss. He was 
accompanied by Major Murray, his aide-de-camp, and by 
Captain McLaren, aide-de-camp to General Sir Charles 
‘Tucker. The chauffeur was Mr. Henderson, manager of 
the Scottish Automobile Club, and the car was followed 
by another containing members of his Royal Highness's 
Fuite, When near Piershill Barracks, about two miles

Major Murray and Captain McLaren 
at once hastened to the Duke's assistance. His Royal 
Highness was lying in the road, his face covered with 
Hood from wounds on the head and left ear. Without 
delay the Duke was placed in the second car and driven 
back to the North British Hotel, which was reached at 
about seven o'clock. His Royal Highness was able to walk 
up to his bed-room, where Professor Annandale and Pro- 
fessor Sir John Cheyne wire soon in attendance. It was 
found that the Duke had sustained a scalp wound, which 
required two or three stitches, and a cut on the left ear. 
Hippily, the doctors in attendance were able to issue 
reassuring bulletins, and their Royal patient continuing 
to make good progress, any fears of serious developments 
were soon dispelled. The driver of the car sustained severe, 
though not dangerous, injuries, which have since kept him 
to his room.

Country Mansion Burned Down. -- Early on 
Saturday morning last Quorndon Hall, the Derbyshire 
residence of the Hon. W. M. Jervis, was destroyed by fire. 
There was fortunately no loss of life, and a quantity of 
furniture and silver was saved. Mr. and Mrs. Jervis 
escaped in their night attire by a door leading to the 
conservatory. A thrilling scene attended the escape of 
two of the maid-servants. Prevented by the dense smoke 
from getting downstairs, they tore some sheets into strips 
and improvised a rope. One end of it they secured to a 
bedstead, and thenagetting through the window, they slid 
in safety to the ground. 


The Welsh Murder Mystery. — At Carnarvon 
Police Court, the charge against Mary Ann Williams of 
having murdered an old woman nar Jane Williams at 
Park.

Convict’s Dash for Liberty.—A daring bid for 
freedom was made last Saturday afternoon by a con- 
vict named Groves, who has. served three months of his 
term of eighteen months” imprisonment at Wormwood 
Scrubbs. Groves is a carpenter by trade, and had been 
employed in one of the prison workshops. Day by day he 
somehow managed to convey strips of wood to his cell 
until he had sufficient concealed there for the construction 
of two small lengths of rough ladder. These he kept 
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hidden from the warders, awaiting his opportunity to use 
them. At about four o'clock last Saturday afternoon his 
chance came. eng his two ladder sections together, 
Groves mounted to the roof, and from there reached the 
north boundary wall of the prison. From the wall he 
dropped on to the common, and for two hours was a 
free man, although warders and police were, hunting the 
neighbourhood for him. Eventually four young men found 
him crouching behind a tree near Acton Golf Links, and, 
after a brief chase, Groves was captured and taken back to 
prison,

The time has come when those who intend to grow early 
potatoes should be making arrangements for preparing 
the seel, says the Market Gardener. There is no better 
method than that of boxing, and the seed cannot be got 
into the boxes too early.. The early varieties of potatoes 
that are most favoured are kidney shaped, perhaps the most 
popular being, on account of its uniform good qnality, Myatt 
There are many other varieties, however, that

made for the purpose can be had at moderate rates, or they 
can be made on the premises. Whichever course is adopted 
preparation should be made at once, either by getting in 


the wood or the boxes, also the seed potatoes if wanted, fo | 


that the work may be commenced at the first favourable 
moment, All kidney varieties should be carefully stood on 
end in the boxes crown eyes up. Todo this work easily the 
boxes should be stood up on end, reclining backward at an 
angle of about 45 deg., in front of the operator-on the 
putting or other bench. The sets can then be packed in 
easily without falling about. When the box is’ full, 
one or two sets wedged in tightly will keep the whole 
lot in position. The boxes may be put into any 
light store (not a dark one), or if) there is an empty 
tomato or other glasshouse from which it is possible 
to exclude the frost there will be found no better place in 
which to put them. They should be piled one above 
another in such a way that the light can play right through 
amongst the sets. In such a position a short, stout brutt 
or sprout will form, often only one on a set. - Where 
there has been any indication of bacteriosis among the 
crop, before boxing the sets should be dipped in a solution 
of Bordeaux mixture or be dusted with flowers of sulphur. 


Brcssels Sprouts. 


My Lancashire correspondent, whose ambition to w 
sprouts next year to beat his neighbour at the village 
flower-show is to be commended, should sow early in March 
for the first crop, Another sowing may be made late in 
April for succession, The young plants should be trans- 
planted in summer into good ground, made thoroughly 
firm when they are large enough to handle, and kept 


i stirred with the hoe through the dry weather. The sprouts 
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are fit for gathering after they have been under the in- 
fluence of a hard frost, which makes them tender eating. 
The variety of which I give an Illustration is the Holborn

Cabbages. 


The one hindrance to the more extensive growth of 
cabbage as a field crop is the ditliculty of storing it. Hardy 
eabbages cannot endure without injury the frosts of an 
ordinary winter, and, consequently, if they are to be grown 
for use in the dead of winter or later, some method of 
storing them must be resorte? to, pretty much as is the 
ease with the more delicate mangolds; There are certain 
methods of keeping (be erop over the winter, but all are 
more or less laborious and troublesome, and, as a ‘result, 
many farmers curtail the area to meet the requirements 
up to a given time—the extreme limit being Christmas— 
rather than uge storing it~- It is Said that, if stored 
thoroughly dry, either in the earth or under straw, cabbages 
will keep fresh and healthy for weeks; but. the practice 
does not seem to meet with very extensive favour. Possibly 
this may be due to the bulkiness of the crop, and not to any 
serious defect in the system, . Any way, the storing of the 
cabbage crop is not extensively resorted to, and, accord- 
ingly, the crop is deemed suitable only for use in autumn 
and early winter, for which periods there is no more valu- 
able green crop, root, or forage. Cabbages that are being 
used now were planted out in early summer, but those who 
prefer to have a supply for their cows right up till Christmas 
arrange to have them coming on in snitable instal- 
ments, so that they can always be consumed while in prime 
condition. Although the matured cabbages are .liable 
to suffer injury from frost, the plants at younger — Je 
can withstand many severities. is is shown by the fact 
that, even as late as this month, and, iñ faet, throughout 
the winter if the weather permits, cabbage plants are 
planted out to come on ‘for the herds or flocks in early 
spring. Of course, it is only in the milder localities that 
this system is practised, but the fact that it obtains at all 
is significant of the hardiness of the crop. All varieties 
ire not equally hardy, however, and for winter growth 
the hardiest or open-headed sorts are best suited. Cab- 
bages thrive best on deep loams in good heat, and will 
generally repay liberal manuria] treatment, farmyard 
manure being the favourite fertiliser. By those experi- 
enced in their utilisation, cabbages are regarded as one 
of the most productive and valuable crops that stock- 
owners can cultivate ; but they are essentially a heavy and 
rich land crop, and in winter, as already stated, they can 
be grown only in the warmer parts of the country. 


Horseshoe Ice-Creeper. 


Although there is not likely to be an immediate call for 
such a contrivance as that of which I give an Ilustration— 
for we cannot expect hard frost for some time to come— 
there is nothing like being prepared. A smart blacksmith, 
equal to making an ice-creeper of this pattern, would be 
certain of a good sale once the frost sets in. It can be 
detachably connected to a horseshoe, and is so arranged that 
it can be adjusted to shoes of different sizes. It comprises 
curved side members formed with grooves, so that they 
can be fitted on to the inner edges of the horseshoe. These 
members carry caulks at each end for engaging the ice. 


AN EFFECTIVE ICE-CREEPER. 


The side members are held in position by a turnbuckle 
which is operated to spread them apart. Each side member 
is formed of two sections, one of which is threaded into the 
other, so that they can be adjusted to any desired size or 
form of horseshoe.

M”: PINERO; iu “A Wife Without a 


Smile,” has contributed a most extra- 

ordinary specimen of farcical writing, 

depending for its success upon mechan- 
ical expedients to a great extent. The critic of 
the Times has coined a new-word to describe the 
purpose for which the doll is employed. Mr. 
Walkley calls the doll an ‘‘ erotometer,”” because 
the doll is connected with a sofa in an upper 
room where two lovers are spooning, and their 
rapturous embraces, being communicated to the 
action of the doll as it dangles from the ceiling 
of the room beneath, lead to a most extra- 
ordinary display of hilarity on the- part of the 
audience — at least, those who entirely com- 
prehend Mr. Pinero’s fun; for, truth to tell, 
there were some who, like the wife who 
is the heroine of the farce, could not discover 
the point of the joke or that there was anything 
to amuse them beyond a dancing doll snch as 
might enliven dall children kept indoors on a 
showery day. The experiment of the doll is 
made by Mr. Rippingill, a Civil servant, who has 
a wife so grave that Rippingill, a practical joker, 
cannot awaken the slightest sense of humour in 
his spouse. The upper room is occupied by a 
young couple, and Rippingill’s device leads to 
sundry daring suggestions connected with the 
divorce court, with complications on all sides— 
most extravagant, yet most laughable. I venture 
to say that Mr. Pinero is the only author living 
who would bave the courage to produce such a 
farce ; but unquestionably, “A Wife Without a 
Smile’’ will prove successful. Eyery playgoer 
will go to see the Dancing Doll. 


Mr. Zangwill is hardly justified in his sweep- 
ing assertion that half the theatres of London 
are turned into music-halls. In looking at the 
question fairly and paper eens I find a very 
strong case may be made out on the other side. 
For instance, while some of the best productions 
of the musical class may fail to please Mr.

A lively little book of his 
was called “Plain English,” and had some 
charming articles on Parisian theatres. A friend, 
he says, asked whether he had ever seen the 
Théâtre Francais, and he replied that he “had 
a loathing for the French classical drama, and 
doubted if any Frenchman living could sit out 
one of Voltaire’s prosy dramas.” A very clever 
description follows. Mr. Hollingshead was 
intimate with most of the celebrated personages 
of his time, 


T have often wondered at the important place 
in Denmark given by Shakspere to Elsinore, 
which is declared by a recent visitor to be totally 
unlike the description in “ Hamlet.”’ For 
instance, on the appearance of the Ghost, 
Hamlet is warned not to be tempted to the 
‘dreadful summit of the cliff that beetles o'er 
its base into the sea,” and, again, ‘‘ The moon 
in russet mantle clad walks o’er the dew of you 
high eastward hill.” As a matter of fact, there 
is no cliff beetling o’er the sea, nor is there any 
high eastward hill near, as the Swedish sea-side 
resort of Helsingbord is opposite. The great 
poet relied on the accounts given by players of 
the period, who visited Elsinore in 1585, and 
their description really fitted better with the 
aspect of Kronberg, where Frederick II. kept 
high festival. 


It can hardly have escaped the notice of 
the playgoer that King Charles II. and the 
Restoration period have supplied the materials 
of several modern plays.
